FORTY -SECOND CONGRESSE
THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.

The Renult of the KHecent Cantesty—Iiow the
Tweo Partlea will Mtnnd In the Next House—
A Republican Maojority of 35,

Included in the twenly Slates which have
held elections this week and those which held
their elections previously, are 232 Congreseional
districts. Five Statea only—California, Con-
pecticut, Georgia, New Iampshire, and Texas
—are yel to hold Congressional elections, the
number of districts included in them being 21.
Estimating the result in these States, which can
be done with n fair degree of certainty, and
giving the Democracy the henefit of the doubit
in the elections of this week, we have the fol-
lowing as the political complexion of the House
of Represcotatives in the Forty-second Con-
gress, as compared with the Fortieth and Forty-
first. The delegations of those States whieh
bave not vet held their elections are marked
thus (*):—

A full House consisls of 243 members. In the

Fortleth Congress, at the close of the lastses-
glon, there were still 20 vacancies, and a Repub-
lican majority of 123, or considerably more
than a two-thirds vote. In the Forty-first Con-
gress there are still ¢ vacancies, and a Republi-
can majority of 100—-Republicans having 11
yvotes more than two-thirds, When the vacancies
are filled, as they will be goon after the assem-
bling In December, the Republican strength
will be increased to 171 and the Democratic to
T2—giving a Republican majority of 9, or 0
more than a two-thirds vote. Of the 222 mem-
bere already clected, 137 are probably Republi-
cans and 85 Democrats, and of the 21 members
vet to be clected, 12 will probably be Rep.
and 9 Dem. Takiong the present House, as
it stood at the close of the last session, the
strengih of the two great political parties o
the three Congresses 18 as follows: —

Scarcely less important than the election of
Representatives in Congress is the election of
members of the Legisiature In (hose States
whose Benatorial seats will become vzt on
the 4th of March next. On that day tha terms
of 25 Senators expire by limitation. Tie sue-
cessors of 8 of these have already been elected.
In the following table are given the names of
the Senators whose terms expire with the pre-
sent Congress, the names of the new Benators
who have been already elected, aud the proba-
ble political character of thoss vet to be elected,
giving the Democrats in all donbtful cases the
benefit of the doubl: —

Of the 24 Senators whose terms cxpire with
the presenl Congress, 21 are Republicans; one—
Johnsten of Virginla—a conservative Republi-
can, properly classed as a Democrat; and the
two others Democrats. Benators Cragin of New
Hampehire, Anthony of Rhode Island, and
Hamilton of Texas, all Republicans, have

already been re-elecled. Senator Howell of
Iowa, Rep., is to be succeeded by Judge
George G. Wright, Rep.: McCUreery of Ken-

tucky, Dem., by Governor John W. Stevenson,
Dem.; Revels of Miss., Rep., by Governor
James L. Alcorn, Rep.: Willlams of Oregon,
Rep., by Colonel James U. Kelley, Dem.: and
Fowler of Tennessce, Rep., by Judge Henry
Qooper, Dem, The Republicans have therefore
thus far lost two Senators—oune in Tenuessce
and another in Oregon—and they will loze one
in North Carolina and another in West Virzinia,
a total loss of four. The standing of the Senate
in the Fortieth, Foriy-firsi, and Forty-second
Congreeses, is therefore as follows, the Georgia
delegation only belng vacant in the present and
next Congress: —

A Genernl Summnary of the Hesult of this

Week's Contest,

Twenty States have held cleclions this week
—all execept two yesterday—and with the re-
sult the Republicans have good cause to be
well salisfied. Below we give a general sum-
mary of the result as far as it is aecertained np
to the time of going to press with our earlier
editions.

New York.

The Democrats have carried New York by

about 30,000 majority. In 15869 they had 20,241

85,275 majority. The striclt enforcement of the
laws in New York city and Brooklyn enabled
the Republicans to keep down the Democratic
majority within reasonable limits, but in the
regt of the State there scems to have been con-
siderable apathy, and a marked Democratic
goln over the vote of last year., In 1560 the
vote of the city of New York was 70,476 Demo-
cratic to 86,807 Republican, a majority of 42,579;
yesterday (he vote stood 82,950 Democratic
to 38,575 Republican—a Demoeratic majority of
40.405. The Democrats, of course, carried all
the city Congressional distriets, but the Tam-
many candidate in the Fourth district was de-
feated by General M. T. MeMahon, the candi-
date of the Young Democracy, who received
nearly the full Republican vote. In the State at
large, the Republicans probably lose 3 Con-
gressmen, which is no worse than might have
been anticipated.
New Jeracy
has been revolutionized, the Republicans gaining
control of the Legislature, thus ensuring a Re-
publican successor to Senator Cattell. In the
last Legislature there was a Democratic majority
of 13 on joint ballot, A gain of a Congressman
in the Becond district was anticipated by the
Hepublicans, but they have done much belter,
and probably elected all their candidates, except
in the Third district, thus gaining two members,
The Democratic pelice of this cliy made strenu-
ous exertions to assist their brethren across the
river, as will be geen by o reference to our local
columns, but they signally failed and about
twenty of them have come to griel.
Delawanre
still ¢lings to her idols, and the Democratic
ticket is elected by a small mojority, in spite of
lnrge Republican gaing throughout the Siate,
especially In New Castle county.
Muaryiand,
The returns from Maryland are as yet too
wengre o indlcate the exact result, but the
Democerats have probably kept their hold on all

the five Congressional districts; although there
ig o faint ray of hope of Republican success in
the First and Fifth districts.

New Eongland.

In Massachusetts, the Republican tlckel has
been umiversally successful, In spite of the
Temperance and Labor Reform slde lssues.

In Rbode Island the Democrats had no show
at all. In the First district, where there was no
réegular Republican candidate for Congress,
Hon. Thomas A. Jenckes has been defeated by
Benjumin Earpes, a resuli much te be regretted

» by the friends of civil service reform.
The Went.

Iu Minois the Republicans have earried the
Etate Ly from 20,000 to 30,000 majority agalnst
51,150 In 1868, The Congressional delegation
appears Lo be unchanged, standing 10 Republi-
cans to 4 Democrats

In Michigan, the Republicans have succeeded
by their usnal large majority, which was 31,451
In 1808; but the Democrats have probably gained
a Congressman in the Bixth district, whero there
was inuch diesatlsfaction with Driggs, the Re-
publican nominee. In 1868, the majority in this
district was 3505, that in the First and Fifth be-
ing much smaller.

In Wisconsin, where Congressmoen ouly were
elected, the next delegatlon will probably
giand 4 Republicans to 2 Democrats, the latter
gaining a member in the First district, in which
the Republican mwajorlty In 1868 was but 429,

In Missourl the result 18 yet in doubt, but the
walcontent Republican ticket, headed by B,
Gratz Brown for Governor, has probably been

 elected, by the ald of the eatire Democratic
I vote.

In Minnesota the Republicans have regained
the Fecond Congresslonal district, lost in 1868
by the treachery of Donnelly, and elect both
Congressmen. There wasano State tieket.

In Nevada the vote on the State ticket and
for Congressmen was very close, but the Repub-
licans have probably been successful. In 1808
the Republican majorities ranged between 531
and 1262,

The “outh,

The returng from the Southern Btates are as
yet too meagre to indicate the precise result.

In Virginiu it would seem that the Republi-
cans have held their own: in Kentueky, the Re-
publicans ¢laim 1o bave gained a Congressman
in the Eighth district; In Tennessce, the Repub-
licans hiave lost 6 Congressmen, and the Demo-
cratic candidate for Governor, General John
C. Brown hns been elected, a result which was
anticipated; in Loulsiana the Republicans have
elected thelr State ticket and four out of five
Congressmen, eecnring also the State Leglsia-
ture: and from Arkansas and Alabama there is
nothing deflnite as yet.

A correspondens of the Londoa Times writes from
Athens, October 165:—

“Another act of brigandage has alarmed all
Gireece, revived the general indignation at the mis-
government of the country, and cenvinced thinking
men that the whole political systemn must be reor-
ganized In order to save Greece from anarchy, A
band of brigunds, said to number avoul fwenty,
crogsed the frontier for Turkey a few days slace,
marchel into Greece four days unobserved, and
though reported to include men well knewn to
the centrsl and local authorities as possessing inti-
mate acquaintance with the country ronud Liva-
dela, was allowed te take up ita quartera io the
nelghborbood of the town without discovery, Liva-
deln I8 o Nourishing provincial town of six thousand

pessessing a mayor, & munielpal councll; and police
aud rural guards pald by the community. Itis the
reglidence of an eparch who represents the grandeur
and ineficlency of the central administration in a
kingdom without roads.

The ninth day of this greal trial was begun this
morniog. 'The prisoner's defense, an alibl, supported
hy 80 mwany of his reiatives, appears each day to pos-
